L E T SUGAR COME F R E E . 


Some of the more radical of the pro­ 
tection pererp, such aa the New York 
Press aud the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazette are opposed to any material re­ 
duction cf the tariff on Bugar. The idea 
i°, cf course, that they want the princi­ 
ples cf protection to apply generally on 
ail articles produced in this country, ro- 
gerdlets of the consideration whether 
that 
tariff 
would et courage 
their 
production cr not. A high protective 
tariff is good enough when it protects in 
such a way es to cheapen prices, increase 
the production in this country, and swell 
the dim etd for lebcr, Eat when a tar­ 
iff does not bring about these results, 
then piotection does not protect. 
Let us apply these principles to sugar. 
There bes been for many years a very 
high tai iff en that article. 
Has that 
protection had the tendency to increase 
the 
production 
of 
sugar 
in 
the 
United States? Let 
us see. There 
is 
but 
one 
state 
in 
the 
Union that grows sugar cane,—Louisi­ 
ana. Forty years ago the production of 
sugar from cane was somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 40,000 hogsheads a year. 
Before Lthe war the smount was over 
400,000 annually, but since the .war th6 
production of sugar from cane in Louis­ 
iana was only ,145.000 hogsheads. And 
i| must be borne in mind that of all the 
soger consumed in the United States not 
more than cne-teLth is produced at 
home. Why then levy a higher tariff 
on sugar, which effects every family in 
the land, for the special benefit of a few 
planters in one of the southern states? 
For these reasons there should be no 
protective tariff on sugar, [not however, 
until there is a practical effort 
produce sugar from beets, and 
hope that the beet 
sugar 
will 
become 
one 
of 
importance to the United States. If th e 
industry is a profitable one for Germany 
and Franoe, why not a paying one for 
this country? As long ago as 1882, the 
sugar product of Europe from the beet, 
was nearly two million tons. It is almost 
twice that now. There are already two 
large beet sugar factories in the United 
States, one at Watsonville, California, 
with a capacity of 41 tons of sugar a day. 
It is predicted that the time will come 
and within five years, when the United 
States will export to other countries one 
million tons of beet sugar a year. 
This prediction will be verified if the 
farmers and manufacturers understood 
their business rightly. The sugar beet 
dan be grown in this country as well as 
in any country on earth; then why not go 
at a practical business in a practical way ? 
Beet sugar is the coming sugar. Of 
the 5,107,000 tons of sugar consumed in 
the world in 1887, over half of the quan­ 
tity was made of beets; aud it is estimated 
that the beet sugar production for 1888, 
will not fall far short of three million 
tons.

HOW TO SUF PRE SS TUE NEGRO. 
Not satisfied with the already pretty 
ttu rough suppression of the negro in the 
south, another scheme is urged by which 
h<) will be completely, by constitutional 
enactment, under the tyrannical domina­ 
tion cf tho whites. For instance, here 
is one method, an outline of which is 
toned in the Memphis Appeal: 
{Senator George, of Mississippi, in urg - 
ing the pee pie to demand a new state 
constitution, speaks boldly and without 
ejuivocation. 
He foresees in a very 
shore period a mtj jrity of 500,000 blacks 
in Mississippi, and be argues that a new 
constitution is necessary in order that 
white fcuprt nancy mey be maintained. 
It is 
the 
senator's 
theory 
that 
constitutions should be predicated upon 
the conditions under which the people 
live, and he would make the constitu­ 
tion a bulwark against the domination of 
the blacks. If the constitutional cnnven- 
tion shall be called Mississippi will have 
the opportunity of leading the way to­ 
ward the settlement of the race question, 
if it can be settled by constitutional pro­ 
visions. With This question before it the 
deliberations of tbe body would command 
the et meet attention of the whole people 
of the United States, and if an adequate 
solution should be reached, the conven­ 
tion would go into history as the must 
important ever held since tbe declaration 
ct American Independence was signed. 
It weald really be the first deliberate 
tx d> to address lh elf seriously to the 
question with a vie# to its final deter­ 
mination. Henator George is right in 
saying that no one unaided mind is cap­ 
able of its solution, and if a solution ever 
be achieved it must be in the way Sena- 
torkGeorge suggests—a convention of in 
telligent, patriotic, and representative 
men. native and to the manner born. 
Ibis is the southern solution of the 
great question as to how the black man 
shall be govt m id in I hat section of the 
Country. The race question will never 
be settled in Mississippi or any other 
state of the south to match the princi­ 
ples of the southern people, until it 
shall be on teims proposed bysSen- 
R»or George. It is a scheme, which if 
cut, will make the condition of 
the negro very little better .than it was 
in the golden days of slavery. 


Kings with Bunk settings are still the 
proper cagier. 
Tasty dress ornaments are enameled 
flowers in their natural colors, with dia- 
mopd-paved petals.

A half nutshell reproduced in colored 
gold, wherein is set a pearl of beautiful 
luster, to simulate the kernel, forms 
quaintly conceived scarfpin top. 
Emblems and medal men, reports to tho 
contrary 
notwithstanding, are 
already 
taxing their ingenuity to conceive a me 
mento worthy of the coming world’s fair. 
A ruby and diamond horseshoe, around 
which is wound the tnong of a pearl 
handled whip, is an addition to the ever 
increasing array of sporting devices in 
pins. 
Golden butterflies with flexible wings, 
into which are sunk precious stones, may 
be utilized either as brooches or hairpins, 
and show to advantage whichever way 
worn. 
A most bewitching little trifle in jewelry 
is a bib pin arranged with three moon­ 
stone infants' heads, whose faces demon­ 
strate a quick transition from laughing to 
crying. 
A presentation watch, seen lately, that 
deserves more thdn mere mention, was 
ornamented on its case with four ^ circles 
in relief, decorated respectively with dia­ 
monds, rubies, emeralds, and sapphires, 
and above the design was 4 &esceht of 
colored pearls. 


W in n ip e g , Manitoba, Nov. I .—Assis­ 
tant State’s Attorney Baker and L aw yer 
Howell have secured Gillette’s story of 
the confession about Dr. Cronin’s m urder, 
which, he says, Burke made to him while 
they were confined in the jail together. 
They had to drive out to the penitentiary 
to get it. 
Mr. Baker places considerable 
confidence in the story told by Gillette, 
and after his return made the following 
memorandum of its substance: 
“ Burke began to talk about his mother 
soon after he got put in the jail. 
He was 
quiet for some time after he came, when 
he began to talk and mix in with us. 
There were six cells in one-half of the jail, 
and they opened in a small room which 
had a door th at could be locked when our 
cell doors were open and we were all out­ 
side in the room together. 
It is one of the 
jail rules that no man should go into an­ 
other man’s cell, but Burke used to come 
in mine and shave himself, as I had the 
only looking glass. 
We used to talk 
about our cases together, and he always 
seemed to think that he would go free, and 
so he did not mind talking about his case. 
Ha thought that the W innipeg court would 
hold him in the extradition, but that ho 
would be acquitted in Chicago. 
“ When Martinson came here to identify 
him he asked mo to loan him my coat aud 
hat, and we changed and he put on mine. 
When we stood in the room outside in the 
yard he whispered to me when he saw the 
expressman: 
“ ‘That's him; he's no detective; he’s a 
Swede. 
I know him, but he don’t know 
me.’ 
“ Ho talked to U3 all the time we were in 
together. 
There were three of us besides 
him most of the time and most of us wore 
in before he came. 
“ As nearly as I can call the names, he 
said that the men who killed Dr. Cronin 
were himself, a Dennis and a Dan Cough­ 
lin, a Pat Cooney, and one whose name I 
don’t remember. 
<Jne mao, he said, who 
pulled out at tho last minute, was a man 
who worked for McGinnis, a fish and oys­ 
ter man on West Randolph street and the 
Haymarket. 
He did not say what weapon 
they used, but that it was something like 
a dub. 
IV hen Dr. Croniu was down they 
pounded him all over the face, 
so as he 
couldn’t be recognized. 
Ho said th at he 
was told that Dr. Cronin was to be 
brought to tho Carlson cottage to take 
care of a woman who was said to bo con­ 
fined. 
“ Burke said th at for a time before he had 
been going with a woman who had been 
loose, but who was going to reform and 
whom he meant to m arry. 
He didn’t tell 
hor name, but said th at she kept furnished 
rooms on North Clark street, near Chicago 
avenue. 
Dan Coughlin knew her and used 
to visit her place. 
Burke said th at he was 
afraid of her; that he had treated her 
shabbily, and th at she m ight squeal on 
him. 
“ He would not say that any one struck 
the first blow at Dr. Cronin, but th at he 
died hard. 
Dr. Cronin was a more muscu­ 
lar man than they thought he was. 
He 
said they rented the Carlson cottage and 
put the furniture in, but said nothing as 
to whore the furniture came from. 
The 
corpse was taken away in aa express 
wagon which they hired from an old man 
on Chicago avenue. 
They hired it for all 
night, and drove it themselves. 
“ They took the body down to the lake 
and took it out of the trunk. 
They said 
th at they had expected to find a rowboat 
there, but there was none there and they 
threw the body into the water. 
The shore 
was shallow and the body shawed, and the 
waves moved it back toward them. 
There 
was a lot of blood aud a lot spilled in the 
sand. 
They used the trunk to scoop w ater 
on the body and then put the body back 
into the trunk and then drove away to 
where 
they 
afterw ard 
dumped 
it. 
Coughlin knew more about the north side 
than any one, aud he showed the way. 
“ A t the catch basin they had hard work 
to get the body in, Dr. 
Cronin being a 
large-sized man. 
They had to double him 
up so as to get him in, because he was too 
long to stand up in it. 
While they were 
working at it they got scared a t some 
farm ers’ wagons going by, but they w ent 
on and finished it. 
He said they went 
back to the cottage the day after. 
The money th at they got was given in 
one lump and was divided among them. 
It was paid, Burke said, in an office on 
Dearborn street, south of the Tremont 
house, over tho office of Lazarus Silver­ 
man, bauker. 
He said that he did not know Alex 
andor Sullivan; th at he was a lawyer, and 
had only seen him twice—one time in Sui 
Ii van’s office. 
“ He said th at when he came to W in n i­ 
peg he had a box, but he did not say what 
kind of a box. 
He said that he had been 
here two nights before he was arrested 
He had a valise, which he said the police 
took, and a box, which he took to some 
people in East Bannatyre street in W inni­ 
peg. 
He wanted to get somebody to take 
a letter to them, but did not know who 
he could. 
He asked me if I could get my 
lawyer to take it, and I said ‘No, he would 
not.’ 
A priest came there, but I think 
he would not take it. 
A fterw ard it was 
taken by a little old man with long hair, 
and Burke never talked about it again. 
He said th at there was a good overcoat 
and some underclothes of Dr. 
Cronin’s, 
and they meant to take them away some­ 
where. 
“ Burke used sometimes to cry a great 
deal, and did all sorts of things to keep 
up his spirits. 
We asked him what they 
killed Dr. Cronin for, and he said he had 
betrayed a trust, th at he gave away se­ 
crets, and that he did not stand by his 
order, and th at he had squealed on a man 
who was short in his accounts. ’ ’ 
Mr. Baker would like very much to take 
Gillette to Chicago, but of course the 
Canadian authorities would never perm it 
it, as he would at once be taken possession 
of under a w rit of habeas corpus. 
Baker 
will remain here a day or so longer, as he 
is anxious to take Chief McRae back with 
him. 
McRae wants the rew ard promised 
for apprehending Burke before he goes to 
Chicago.

Before returning to the hotel the Lincoln 
residence was visited and the relics shown 
to tho visitors. 
At 6 o’clock the doors of tho largi 
dining hall of the Leland were throwi 
open and the guests were escorted to seat! 
at the tables and partook of an elegant 
banquet. 
One hundred and fifty seat- 
were filled. 
Gov. Fifer, ex-Gov. Oglesby, 
Senator Cullom, and tho leading citizens 
of Springfield were present. 
Speeches 
wore made by Gov. Fifer, Senator Cullom, 
Senor Velarde of Bolivia, and Senatoi 
John B. Henderson. 
The speech making 
over, the party went to the State house, 
which was brilliantly lit up. 
Hero a pub 
lie reception lasting two hours was held. 
At the close the delegates were escorted tc 
their train and were soon on the road tc 
Indianapolis.

The superstitions of 
the m i d d l e ages 
placed upon this inof­ 
fensive creature the 
burden of prejudices 
not only absurd but 
barbaric. 
While the 
modern cat is not 
gifted with the dia­ 
bolic attributes it was 
supposed to possess 
In former days, its 
heritage from 
that 
time is the indhfar­ 
enae and repugnance 
of the most of mankind. 
The ancient Egyptians, most skillful of 
all peoples in the training of animals aud 
the development of their faculties, ac­ 
credited the cat with the highest dogree of 
capacity. 
They taught it to perform not only all 
that the dog of to-day is educated to do, 
but many fa* more wonderful things.

starved, forced to become a ravenous beast 
of prey, to steal whenever it had a chance 
in order to satisfy its ever-gnawing hun- ‘ 
ger, it has been driven f< om the hearth 
and forced to skulk wherever it could hide 
itself. 
Though far more sensitive than a 
dog, it has been made to know it was un­ 
welcome and despised, and from the high 
estate of one of the most prized and intel­ 
ligent animals hundreds of years of such 
treatment at the hands of men has caused 
it to relapse into a degraded state, infinite­ 
ly inferior to that of the wild thiugs of 
tho woods. 
Long torment has turned it 
into a timorous, suspicious, 
dreading 
beast, shyly creeping about to avoid the 
reproofs and boot-jacks it ever appre­ 
hends. 
Its shyness has been termed sly­ 
ness and its timidity treachery. 
But those who nave tried to understand 
the cat and develop its possibilities have 
been amply repaid for the effort in the 
love of the creature that has been slandered 
as having “no affection for persons but 
only for places, ’ ’ and by the high order 
of intelligence it has shown when once its 
confidence has beon obtained and it has 
become assured that no harm will befall it.

friendship, but when its affection is once 
secured it is as enduring as its life. 
All the disagreeable traits observed in 
the untaught cat may be entirely eradi­ 
cated by careful training. 
It may be 
educated to become the protector and play 
fellow of animals it is naturally prompt- 
ed’to destroy. 
Its propensity for thievery 
may be so far overcome that it will not of­ 
fer to take its own food until offered to 
it. 
Of all animals it is the most cleanly 
and tho most easily instructed iii habits of 
tidiness. 
It possesses a docility which has 
a parallel in bat few animals, and it re­ 
quires only patience to develop it. 
Noise­ 
less and graceful in demeanor, entirely 
free from dirt, with no propensity like the 
young dog to destroy furniture, it is pecu­ 
liarly fitted for a household pet. 
But few of tho Persian cats have found 
their way into tho hands of dealers and 
there pro not many in the Western hemis­ 
phere. 
Angora cats originate with

goats, rabbits, dogs, and other long-haired 
animals in Angora, a small province of 
Turkey in Asia Minor.

The New Schedule P u t in F orce by th e 
P o stm aster G eneral. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Nov. I . —Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Wanamaker has made public an order 
fixing the rates for telegraphic service for 
the government for the present year. 
The order provides that for day mes­ 
sages not exceeding ten body words to be 
sent a distance not exceeding 400 miles the 
rate shall be ten cents, and £ cent extra 
for each word in excess of ten. 
For a distance over 400 miles and less 
than 1,000 miles the rate shall be 15 cents 
for the first ten words and 2 for each 
word in excess after. 
For distances over 1,000 railes 4 cent 
per word shall bo added to the 1,000-mile 
rate. 
For night messages not exceeding twenty 
words the rate shall be 15 cents for all 
distances and i cent extra for each word 
in excess of twenty. 
N ew Y o rk , Nov. I .—With reference to 
the now schedule of rates for government 
telegraphic service promulgated by Post­ 
master General Wanamaker, Dr. Norvin 
Green, president of tho Western Union 
Telegraph country, said: “ The rates fixed 
by the Postmaster-General are undoubtedly 
below cost, but I am not prepared to say 
what the attitude of the company will be 
until after tho matter has had the consid­ 
eration of the executive committee next 
Wednesday.

about 33 per cent from the old rate, which 
was not a remunerative cne.”

POLITICS AND CIV IL SERVICE. 


Some A nxious In q u iries A ddressed to th e 
Com m ission. 
W a sh in g to n , Nov. I .—The civil-service 
commission received a letter from Charles 
Schwaitzer, an employe in tho New York 
postoffice, asking whether a voluntary con­ 
tribution to a political party was a viola­ 
tion of law; also if in case the employe 
was dismissed or reduced because of his 
refusal to contribute the commission would 
investigate and sustain th j employe. 
In 
answer the commission says that a volun­ 
tary contribution is no violation of the 
law, but that they will investigate cases 
of removal or reduction of 
employes 
caused by their refusal to contribute. 
Tile commission also received a letter 
from tho Mayor of Boston, asking to be 
int'ormeJ where the division line is between 
activity and non-activity in politics by 
government employes. 
In reply the com­ 
mission state that outside of prohibiting 
assessments of officeholders they do not at­ 
tempt to control the politics of govern­ 
ment employes. 
As to the dividing line 
between activity and non-activity that is 
for the administration in power to decide.

M a d iso n, W is., Oct 31.—Adjutant 
General Burchard has issued a general 
order showing the result of the inspec­ 
tion of the National Guard of Wisconsin 
by Colonel Charles King.

of the Eiffel or any other tower ever 
erected. 
The tower as projected is to be 1,600 
feet high. From a base of solid masonry 
400 feet in diameter, into which the ten 
main trellised uprights are imbedded, 
the structure rises with a gradually con­ 
verging moline toward the apex, which 
has a diameter of 250 feet. 
Wire cables 
extend from upright to upright, and from 
trellis to trellis, giving on all sides a 
uniform support and a strength almost 
incalculable. It is proposed to ascend 
the tower in two w a/s. One of these is 
by a carriage driveway which encircles the 
inner extremities of the structure, with 
an ascent of eight feet in every one hun - 
dred. The roadway will be seventy-five 
feet wide at the base and fifty wide at 
the top, allowing space for four carriages 
•brest to pass up or down or turn around 
at any point. The driveway circles the 
tower seventeen times, the distance from 
bare to apex being 3.76 miles* The as­ 
cent is so gradual that lean:a can trot ap 
or down at will. 
From the opposite side of the base 
from which the driveway starts begins a 
car-track, which also winds around sev­ 
enteen times from, base to summit be­ 
neath the carriage road. Upon this track 
•re to be run at one-half minute head­ 
way cars capable of seating sixty persons 
each, operated by the Judson pnenmatio 
system. This system is the ingenious 
invention by which oars are propel ed 
by 
a 
"tbreadless 
sorew.”

that 
96,4'JO 
per­ 
sons oan be carried daily in the cars 
to the top of the tower, and the revenue 
from carriages and bicycles would ad! 
largely to this revenue. It costs $2.50 to 
asoend the Eiffel Tower in an elevator, 
whereas it is proposed to charge inly 
$1 to go to the top of the Judson Tower. 
In the case of the Eiffel Tower the pas­ 
sengers are crowded into an unoctutor?- 
able elevator car, seeing nothing until 
the top is reached, while in the pro­ 
posed tower an ever-changing pan­ 
orama is spread out before the passen­ 
gers in the traction cars or the carriages. 
At various points on the way up it is 
proposed to have stations for restaurants 
or repose, while at the top are to be an 
observatory and signal station. 
The statement that the subscription 
book sent to the Evening Post was re­ 
turned to the finance committee without 
an explanation was an error.

D ear B ir:—Your esteemed favor of 
the 21st, requesting from me b l expres­ 
sion regarding the form of a track for 
adoption by your new Driving Park 
Association duly received. 
In reply would say that I heartily 
commend to the good judgment of the 
c n ter prising members of your organiza­ 
tion the Clark or Fasig form of track as 
suggested by you. And to show my ap­ 
preciation of its superior merits I now 
promise to place my name among the 
long list of entries you will certainly se­ 
cure at your inaugural meeting if that 
track is adopted. 
Every owner of a valuable horse, en­ 
gaging in turf contests, every breeder, 
and certainly every driver should feel a 
deep interest in this new departure from 
the old stereotyped ellipse form of traok, 
and should join in an earnest appeal to 
eveiy trotting association in the United 
States to adopt the “ new departure.” 
Within a few years they will very likely 
demand it. 
As you say, my turf (experience a ss 
breeder, as a trainer and driver of the 
ani aals I have bred and owned, and ae 
an executive officer in turf associations, 
has extended over many years. In all 
these years, experience and observation 
has demonstrated the fact that nine- 
tenths of all the accidents, collisions and 
breakdowns oocur (at or near the first 
turn of the track. With large field of 
horses and oyer anxious drivers there is 
and always will be danger of serious ool- 
lisioi s as the horses "bunch” round this 
"first turn I” With the new form of traok, 
danger to life and property will be re­ 
duced to the minimum and collisions 
will occar only from gross carelessness 
or pure cussedness. 
Ho far as speed reduction ia concerned 
that will remain an open question until 
practically demonstrated. Many of our 
best horses trot the turns when properly 
graded quite as fast as the stretches, and 
the iecords will attest the fact that in 
most of our fast miles the third quarter 
is trotted as fast as any in the mile. 
Admitting a slight reduction of time if 
you please. I consider the same of 
trifling importance when compared to 
the loss of property and human life so 
often occurring in the collisions at 
the 
dreaded ‘first turn .” 
Objection has been raised in some of 
the turf papers to the new form of traok 
from danger of interference at the line of 
intersection or crossing. During pnblio 
raoing there should be no danger at this 
poin*. At other times and for the gen­ 
eral work and exercising upon the track, 
when an unusual number of horses are 
being worked, I would suggest the ad­ 
ditional turn marked by me on the dia­ 
gram returned herein. This would give 
a well arranged three-quarters of a mile 
circuit. 
I would also suggest that the starting 
and finishing point be at least twenty 
yards from intel section lines as the horses 
would then be confined within the le­ 
gitimate width of the track, whiob, with 
this form of track, should be wide 
enough for ten horses to soon up abreast, 
the traok gradually narrowing to the 
turn it desired, as by the time it is 
reached the horses will be so strung oat 
that there will be little or no danger 
from colliding.
